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Today's Sermon 


“THE LIGHT OF THE WORLD” 
By REV. W. H. BURTON 


Pastor, Upland Nazarene Church 

Text—John 8:12: “I am the Light of the World.” 

Matt. 5:14: “Ye are’ the Light of the World.” 

The first words of Genesis accredited to God are, “Let 
there be liglft.” Then the significant statement follows, 
“And there was light.” Light in the Bible stands ‘for ‘right- 
eousness and hope. - Darkness stands for evil and despair. 

I have read that P. P. Bliss, the hymn writer ‘of a gen- 
eration ago. heard of a disastrous shipwreck off the shore 
of Lake Erie, near the Cleve- 
land harbor. Upon ‘rivesti- 
gation, ‘ie found that ‘an un- 
expected storm had caught 
a pleasure boat far out ‘on 
Lake Erie. The fierceness of 
the storm caused all to de- 
spair of anyone on the boat 
being saved. The keeper of 
the lighthouse kept ‘/his light 
burning brightly.. The man 
who was to have kept the 
lights going around the 
rocky shore ‘near the en- 
enttarice ‘to the ‘harbor did 
not think any ship could last 
loriy in the storm, so did not 
light the lower lights ‘around 
the shore. 

REV. W. H. BURTON The brave captain fought 
the storm and waves, sailing by instrument, until firlally 
the gleam from the lighthouse was seen. He and the ‘peo- 
ple thought safety was near. But’ because the lower lights 
were not burning, almost at the: mouth of the harbor the 
ship crashed on the rocks, and many of the passengers per- 
ished. 

The poet saw the wreck as illustrative ‘of ‘many other 
wrecks, moral and spiritual wrecks. He saw God as the 
Great Light, and His disciples as the lower lights, and 
penned that great hymn of exhortation, “Let the Lower 
Lights Be Burning.” - 

in the first verse of this hymn, we are told of the ‘faith- 
fulness of the Father in giving us light. 

“Brightly beams our “Father's Mercy, 
From the. lighthouse evermore, 

But to us He gives the keeping 
Of the lights along the shore.” 

God iias ever been the giver of light. “He ‘was “a burn- 
ing bush” to Moses;, “a-pillar of fire by night” ‘to the Chil- 
dren of Israel in their wanderings. He was typified by the 
fire that never went out in the Tabernacle, ‘and was the 
Shekinah Glory of the Temple. But-His crowning -gift of 
light was the gift of His Son. 

In the second verse of the’song,, the author ‘emphasizes 
the great need of light in the ‘world. 

“Dark the night of Sin has settled,, 
Lour the angry ‘billows roar, 
Eager eyes are watching longing, 

™ For the lights along the shore.” 

Surely a nation whose crime bill is ‘larger than its ex- 
penditures for education ‘dnd ‘religious activities is in a 
dark moral-night. The angry waves ‘of sin are causing 
many, many wrecks on the ‘shores of‘our day. 

The third verse is ah appeal for the lower ‘lights to be 
brightened. 

“Trim your feeble lamp my brditar, 

¥ Some poor seaman tempest tossed, 
Trying now to make the harbor, 
in.. the darkness may be lost.” 

jesus emphasibes our responsibility. “Ye,” he says, 
“are the ‘light of the world.” It is upon us ‘as His follow- 
ers that He is depending. 

The value of a good life cannot be overestimated. The 
responsibility is great, but the privilege is unexcelled. It 
is not angels, but men that are given the ‘privilege of be- 
ing a light in a darkened world. And if we let our ‘light
